The undersigned Applicants herewith declare that they are the inventors of the 
invention defined by claims 1-4 in U.S. Patent Appl. 10/058,337 filed January 30, 2002. 
Applicants furthermore declare that the invention was conceived no later than August 10, 
2000 as indicated in the attached memorandum of that date by inventor Hideki 
Hirayama. This memorandum shows substantially all of the features of the present 
invention. The present invention was pursued with diligence from the date of the 
memorandum until the filing of a Japanese patent application on July 27, 2001. The 
present U.S. application claims priority to this Japanese application. 

Based on the attached memorandum, inventor Kanna Aoki; conducted 
experiments to realize the concept which is presented in the memorandum. Since 
inventor Hideki Miyazaki possessed the technology and equipment for laminating two- 
dimensional photonic crystal plates, he was asked to support the experiment and was 
involved in the development of the invention. Inventor Yoshinobu Aoyagi also 
participated in the full realization of the invention. After the invention was fully 
developed, the Japanese patent application was filed on July 27, 2001 .
